Th e terrible d evastation wrou ght 
by British 
Royal Air Force 
bombers d u rin g the last few n ights 
In an cien t Milan , richest in d u strial 
city of Italy an d n ext to Rome the 
largest metropolis of the cou n try, 
well may presage its d estru ction , if 
in d eed it hasn ’t alread y been vir­ 
tu ally leveled . 
That statemen t may come as a 
person al shock to a lot of Ameri­ 
can s who. like the writer, kn ow 
Milan well an d have loved the old 
place, especially the fin e cathed ral 
which for more than five cen tu ries 
has ¿fept its d oors open to way­ 
farers from man y lan d s. Still, war 
is a shockin g bu sin ess at best an d 
this Is on e of the cities which 
mu st pay the price of .Mu ssolin i’s 
In iqu ity. 
Milan n ot on ly is the cen ter of 
great war in d u stries, bu t it lies 
n orth of the River Po. which ru n s 
across n orthern Italy from west to 
east an d provid es the strategic lin e 
of fortification s which the German s 
have man n ed as a d efen se again st 
an y Allied ad van ce from the sou th. 
T 
h u s this city, an d other u n ­ 
happy places like n eighborin g 
Tu rin , will remain in German -held 
territory an d be su bject to con ­ 
tin u al bombard men t even if the 
rest of Italy su rren d ers. 
Dispatches from Switxerlan d say 
that thou san d s of Milan ’s in habit­ 
an ts 
have 
been 
parad in g 
the 
ru in ed 
streets 
an d 
d eman d in g 
peace. 
If they were well sou th of the 
Po, 
su ch

n orthern Italy in ord er to d elay 
the eu rge of the Allies toward s 
victory. 
Whether the rest of Italy mu st 
su ffer a similar fate d epen d s on 
old Marshal Bad oglio’s govern men t, 
which thu s far has chosen to play 
the Boche game. 
He has been warn ed by British 
Premier Chu rchill that “Italy will 
he seared an d scarred an d black­ 
en ed from on e en d to the other,” 
u n less he su rren d ers. 
Th u s far the on ly thin g Bad og- 
llo has d on e to try to save his 
cou n try has been his u n su pported 
d eclaration that Rome is an “open 
city”, a statem en t which his gov­ 
ern men t has the grace to ad mit 
can ’t be expected to save the Eter­ 
n al City u n less it is su bstan tiated 
by proof. 
Pen d in g the prod u ction of su ch 
proof, to the complete satisfaction 
of the Allies, the bombard men t of 
Rome will have to proceed If the 
exigen cies of war d eman d it. The 
capital n ot on ly is the strategic 
railway cen ter of all Italy, bu t it 
Is filled with war in d u stries, n ot 
to men tion the govern men t an d 
military head qu arters. 
There are two chan ces, so it 
seems to me, that the portion of 
Italy sou th of the Po shortly may 
fin d su rcease from the pu n ishmen t 
of war. 
On e is that the peace d emon ­ 
stration s of the people may swell 
in to su ch proportion s that the gov­ 
ern men t will be compelled to su r­ 
ren d er to the .\llies—an d tell the 
German s to go han g. 
Th e other is the possibility that 
n ow the German s have with­ 
d rawn as man y of their troops an d 
as mu ch of their equ ipmen t as they 
can from Sicily, Hitler may re­ 
lease Bad oglio from fu rther .Nazi 
bon d age an d let him save what he 
can by su rren d er. 
Of cou rse, the fu ehrer may in ­ 
sist that Italy han g on u n til the 
blood y en d . Abou t the on ly way 
he cou ld en force su ch an ed ict, 
however, wou ld be by threaten in g 
reprisals again st the occu pied por­ 
tion of n orthern Italy. 
There’s n o in d ication that the 
German s in ten d to try to make an y 
major d efen se of all Italy again st 
In vasion , althou gh they are likely 
to hold the n orthern theater so 
lon g as possible. 
Thu s, u n less Italian troops are 
read y to stan d u p again st the Al­ 
lies (which they haven ’t been d o­

Q. Is this proportion higher or lower than In England and Canada? 


A. Lo wer. Bo th Can ad a an d Great Britain are p ay in g ap p ro x imately h alf o f 
th eir war ex p en ses th ro u g h tax atio n . 


Q. Is there any way other than taxes and war bonds by which 
the government could finance our share of the war? 
A. Th ere is. Th e g o v ern men t co u ld b o rro w fro m th e co mmercial 


wh ich wo u ld p u t ev en g reater sp en d in g p o wer in th e h an d s o f th e p eo p le 
— th u s aeatin g a b asis fo r in flatio n . 


Q. Is there any other advantage in financing as large a share 
of the war Mil as possible through taxes? 


A. Yes— an d a v ery real o n e to y o u , th e tax p ay er.

Sicily Campaign; Berlin 
Says Forces Evacuated 


Axis Reported Carrying Out Demolition On South Coast 


Of Italian Mainland, Indicating Withdrawal Along 


Peninsula; Planes Hammer Fleeing Enemy

Victorious American troops swept into the Axis “ escape 
port” of Messina today, virtually ending the 38-day-old battle 
for Sicily, and British naval forces reported officially tbs 
enemy is carrying out demolitions on the south coast of the 
Italian mainland. 
The demolitions indicate the beaten German and Italian 
armies are preparing a further withdrawal up the Italian 
peninsula. 
A bulletin from Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower’s headquar­ 
ters said U. S. Third division troops entered Messina, the 
enemy’s last stronghold on the island, after a 14-mile advance 
in 24 hours. 
H eavy artillery began bombarding the city at 3 a. rn. today, 
blasting open a path for American advance forces which reached the 
outskirts of the port at 8 last night. Front dispatches said German 
resistance has broken down com pletely. 
The Germans made a brief stand at Bpadafora San Martino, on 
the coast less than eight mile* from M essina, but the doughboys 
crashed through in a spectacular last dash. 
From then on It was a bloodless scramble to reach the battered 
goal. 
Eollps* Of Moon Aided Enemy Escape 
A s they were reaching th* outskirts. Gen. Eisenhower was ad­ 
dressing a group of WACS at Allied headquarters and telling them , 
“M essina will fall tonight or tomorrow.” 
An alm ost com plete eclipse of the moon early Sunday night cava 
the enem y an unusual opportunity to escape. 
A Berlin broadcast said all German and Italian troops hare been 
withdrawn from Sicily, but field reports declared Axis forces bottled 
up In a tight pocket along the east coast still are fighting against 
British Eighth army troops driving toward M essina from th# south.

Every time your cost of living advances, you are paying a tax on 
your income. If your cost of living should double, you would pay 
a tax of 50% on your salary, wages or other income. But it would 
be a tax that wouldn’t benefit our fighting forces, our govern­ 
ment or anyone else—except Hitler and Hirohito. 
Now—to prevent such a concealed tax on your income from 
taking place — isn’t it good sense as well as sound patriotism to 
pay your government taxes of 20% on 
of your total income 
more, if necessary? 


And your taxes do help prevent just such a price rise! How? 
By taking part of the billions of dangerous dollars which otherwise 
threaten your living standard and putting them to useful work, win­ 
ning the war. Those billions of dangerous dollars, you know, represent 
the difference between the income the American people will receive this 
year and the amount of civilian goods that will be made in the same 
twelve months, lf taxes were lower, prices would tend to rise, and 
your real income would be reduced by just that much. 


Keeping the America He Knew 


There’s another reason why your high taxes help your country in 
wartime—and really a much more important one to you. Your 
tax money is helping to win the war now—but it’s equally 
essential to winning die peace and keeping the America that boy 
knew before he went into die armed forces. 
AU the industrial power, aU the inventive genius and productive 


capacity of this country would not bring back a busy, prosperous 
America that we know if a drastic deflation foUowed victory. And, 
as surely as die sun that rises in the morning wiU set at night, 
a deflation would foUow an inflation brought about by failure to 
tax ourselves realistically now. 
So, next time that tax burden seems heavy to you— think 


of these facts. Remember that your tax dollars are helping to 
pay for victory now— that they are in there fighting for your 
Uving standard now—and that they are working to keep our 
country’s financial structure sound for that boy now in the 
armed service, for aU your family, and for you in the years of 
peace to come. 


SOME QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS ABOUT YOUR TAX BILL 


Q. How much of my federal tax payments is being spent on war 
and how much on so-called “normal” expenditures? 
A. About 96% of your tax payments are currently going to pay for direct war 
expenditures. Only one dollar in every twenty-two you pay, therefore, goes 
for all other federal expenses, most of which are indirectly to aid the war effort. 


Q. How much of the total war bill is being paid currently out of 
taxes? 
A. A little over one-third. 


Q. Is this proportion higher or lower than in England and Canada? 


A. Lower. Both Canada and Great Britain are paying approximately half of 
their war expenses through taxation. 


Q. Is there any way other than taxes and war bonds by which 
the government could finance our share of the war? 
A. There is. The government could borrow from the commercial Kgnlr^ 


which would put even greater spending power in the hands of the people 
— thus creating a basis for inflation. 


Q. Is there any other advantage bi financing as large a share 
of the war bill as possible through taxes? 


A. Yes— and a very real one to you, the taxpayer. All the bills for the cost 
of the war must be paid sooner or later through taxation, but if paid cur­ 
rently, from taxes, there will be no interest charge to mount over the years 
and provide an extra burden for you to cany. 


Q. So far, so good. Blit don’t you think taxation Is unfair in tho 
way it distributes the burdon for all this? 


A. On the contrary, and we believe you will agree if you think it through, 
that taxes are the fairest, most equitable way to pay for the war. That’s 
because Federal Income taxes are levied on ability to pay for something that 
all of us need and must have — victory now, a sound America later.

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U.S. And Allies Pass 
Crisis Over Robber,

EW YORK, Aug. 17—The United 
Staten—and that goes for the 
United Nations, too—has 
passed 
the crisis in rubber for necessary j 
military and civilian use. P. W. 
Litchfield, chairman of the Good­ 
year Tire & Rubber Co., said Mon­ 
day In an interview shortly after 
his return from a trip to England. 
"By October we will be produc­ 
ing synthetic rubber in quantities 
equal to natural rubber used in 
the United States before the war,” 
said Litchfield, "and by January 
we should be producing the equiva­ 
lent of all used in the United Na­ 
tions prior to the war. 
"We have passed the crisis in 
regard to necessary tires for mili­ 
tary and civilian use. 
"By the late spring of 1944, we 
should be in a position to release 
tires for pleasure driving, or at 
least much broader civilian use 
than now. If we can’t, It will only 
be due to manpower shortages and 
lack of transportation.” 
“We feel that synthetic rubber 
tires are 85% as good as natural 
rubber tires, but we find it neces 
sary to use some natural rubber 
to get the best results. 
"For most passenger car tires, 
synthetic rubber stands up well 
but greater quantities of natural
